to pay a pension or bonus has never 
been denie/5. that the constitutionality 
of an excess profits tax has 
never 


been questioned and that t\ igress 
has the right to say in-the same bill 
how and where the money shouH be 
spent.

Xew said he was not speaking of; 


the merits of the bonus but declared 
that he believed that Reed's amend- 
ment would'not stand the test of the 
courts. 


"The real argument

jWhile the issues of the averted rail- 


road strike are essentially between Ihc 
/railways and the men and have not been 
settled b}r the closing of the breach, it 
'cannot be said that the labor board set up 
l>y the Esch-Cunimius act for the fixing of 
•wage and working conditions is altogether 
a failure. We think the public impres- 
sion -will be that the principle embodied in 
the creation of this agency of mediation 
is essentially sound. lu reality it was the 
labor board which prevented the comple- 
tion of the order to strike. "When it came 
'to a showdown it was clear that the posi- 
tion taken, by the board bad the indorse- 
ment of the conntry. The brotherhoods 


, were forced to realize this at the eleventh, 


hour, and their decision to call the strike 
off was eminently judicious. "We do not 
think that pressure from the "White house 
was the determining factor, although the 
attitude of the administration undoubted- 
ly had its effect" and strengthened public 
^opinion. 


The important fact is that the union offi- 


cials exhibited good judgment in their 
final decision to accept the findings of the 
labor board and be governed by its ad- 


* ministration of the law. 
The men will 


- accept the board's cut of twelve per cent 


in wages. The railroads on'their part 
. have agreed to attempt no reductions in 
wages except through application to the 
Labor board. Thus both sides are put in 
the commendable attitude of respecting 
both the law and the jurisdiction of the 
labor board. jJWlieiher they were^required 
to do this legally is a debatable question. 
The probability is that the board has no 
power which can be enforced through the 
courts to compel acceptance of its rulings. 


[When the Pennsylvania railroad sought 


• to defy the authority of the labor board 
it unquestionably had satisfied itself that 
it could do so with immunity. The broth- 


- erhood officials had equally good reas- 


ons for assuming that they could defy the 
hoard and strike in. the foce of its orders 
or citations without incurring a penalty. 
So we have the apparent anomaly of a 
law "without teeth" triumphing by sheer 
freight of public opinion. This, however, 
cannot be regarded -as a satisfactory in- 
strumentality for preserving peaceful rela- 
tions between the railroads and their em- 
ployes, for the simple reason that it is 
not reliable. Should the labor board 
make a decision touching wages or work- 
ing conditions that either side held with 
'deep conviction ,to be unjust there is lit- 


, tie doubt it would rebel and carry its case 


•to the people, .which is the only tribunal of 
last resort the law recognizes. 


Nevertheless, the labor board is a dis- 


tinct advsjiee over anything yet devised 
for -establishing peaceful conditions in the 
Vailroad world. • It is a step forward to- 
ward the adjustment of differences hy 
reason rather than, by iorce. and to that 
extent it must have the approval of the 
people. The problem now is to go still 
further and develop the plan along lines 
which will insure, as near as human egen- 
cies can insure, an equitable settlement of 
'disputes, protecting both parties in their 
lawful and constitutional rights, with 
some provision lor making decisions bind- 
ing. 


Unless this is done ihc present RCtUe- 


racnt has settled nothing. It will be only 
u ques'ion of months or a year until the 
same situation arises again ana .-mother 
strike will loom up as a probability or a 
certainty.
